IVI. DE C ALONNE, the Noble Proprietor, in 1789, was building a moft magnificent 
Gallery at his late Houfe in Piccadilly, when 'the Revolution happened in France ; he 
foon after left England, to join the Princes and federal of the French Nobility at 
Coblentz; to affift whom ejfeSually, he not only rai fed the capital of his Fortune, fold 
his town and country houfes, but alfo mortgaged this valuable ColleSion. 

The Mortgagees lafi year refolded to fell the fame, and had it removed for that purpofe 
to Spring Gardens ; but farce one hundred and fifty Piaures were arranged, when news 
arrived, that the^Empre fs of Rujfia would probably purchafej he whole_ Colleflion, and 
the Mortgagees thought proper to pofipone the Sale, and lefffZc7eln~c~ap^s~7nopenedrcompre' 
hen ding the largeft part of the Colkaion: — however, the connoiffeurs and lovers of the art 
were permitted to view the One Hundred and Fifty Piaures that were hung up, during 
a port time ; but not a fingk article was offered for f ale, fo that the whole Colleffion 
remains entire.

It is needlefs to expatiate on the merit and extraordinary value of a Colkaion, which, 
though only known in part, has raifed the admiration of artifts and connoiffeurs, the fame of 
which had fpread through Europe, before M. De Calonne's arrival in England, 
where his refearches were continued with avidity, and which, being aided by his liberality , 
and the large fortune he poffeffed, enabled him to procure the moft cofily performances. 

His Colkaion of exquifite Drawings and farce Prints, was wholly made in France % 
where he alfo procured fome of his moft valuable Piaures : and while he was in Pariy 
Monfieur D'Arveley, the High Treafurer of France, bequeathed to him his fmalt> 
but Superb, Cabinet of Piaures, by which M. De Calonne's Colhaion became 
enriched with the celebrated Fete du Fillace, commonly called Le T£ N i EESa . 
aux Chanprons* 
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No Colkaion offered to the Public ever abounded with that variety of Chef 
D' Oeuvr.es contained in this; nor are we to be furprifed at the immtnfe fum it has 
cojl, when we confiider that it contains no lefs than 10 Pictures by Titian; 3 by Paul 
Veronefe; 6 by T'intoret ; 3 by Giorgione ; 2 by Pordenone ; — The Annunciation, 
by that fcarce Mafter, Michal Angela Buauorotti, which was purchased at Venice, by 
M. De Calonne, out of the family for which it was painted. A Holy Family, by 
Raphael ; a ditto, by Leonardo D'Avinci ; 4 Pitfures hy P. de Cortona; I by Corregio;

A Group of Cattle. Poffibly no picture can be more deferving 
to authenticate the reputation of this imcomparable and fcarce rnafler, 
he unites boldnefs and effect with delicate accuracy of drawing, the 
animals appear not like painting, but the real objects.
